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Black women raise 
money for the YWCA 
Capital Campaign 


The elimination of racism and-the em- 
powerment of women - The mission of the 
YWCA - is present in every program and 
activity within its reach, including the $15 
million effort to rehabilitate its building on 
Fourth Street. "Focus on the Future: The 
YWCA Capital Campaign" is the largest cam- 
paign ever undertaken by a local YWCA in 
the United States as well as one of the largest 
of any social service campaigns in Ohio 
African Americans will benefit greatly, with 
improved housing, children's programming 
and family counseling. 

A team of Black women, coordinated by 
Iris McCord and Melanie Brunson, have 
decided to raise $30,000 to assist in that 
effort. The goal was received with great en- 
thusiasm. , 

“Most Black people don't realize how im- 
portant the YWCA has been to their com- 
munity," said McCord. "They don't know that 
the YWCA had the first integrated swimming 
pool\in Columbus; or that the last two board 
chairpersons were African American; or that 
the board itself is nearly 40 percent Black." 

The Columbus YWCA welcomed the 
second national convention of Jack & Jill of 
America, inc.-in 1947, an-era when African 
American organizations were faced with 
segregation and turned away by others. 

“The majority of its residents in the Fourth 
Street facility have been African-American 
women in transition that need a safe place to 
live," said McCord, The homeless child care 
program serves 127 Black children, or 59 
percent. The YWCA Step by Step health and 
fitness outreach program, co-sponsored by 
the Alcohol, Drug Addiction and Mental 
Health Board of Franklin County is also 
primarily used by Black women, who have 
some degree of mental iliness. 

African Beginnings teaches Black girls to 
believe in themselves as they learn to dance 
traditional African dances. The Double Dutch 
jump program has been a world champion- 
ship team, not only in competition, but in. 
providing Black youth a positive method of 
learning team dynamics and self esteem. 

YWCA after-school programs for children 
at Barrett, Wedgewood, Indianola and Beery 
middle schools provide tutorial instruction 
and discussions, as well as activities which 
foster self-esteem. Over 90 percent of middie 
school participants are African-American 
children.

Fight against unfunded 
mandates continues 


Columbus City Council Finance _ 


and Administration Chair Michael 
Coleman expressed his pleasure 
with the Federal Unfunded Man- 
dates Law on March 24. That legis- 
lation was signed into kaw March 22 


by President Clinton. It offers some « 


relief to state and local goyern- 
ments in terms of mandates coming 
from Washington without financial 
assistance to the local. entities af- 
fected. 

However, Council member 
Coleman pointed out that from the 


city’s perspective, this legislation * 


only solves part of the problem. 

“Yesterday, the mayor took down 
the ‘Unfunded Mandates’ flag which 
has been flying over City Hall for 
some time," Coleman said. “! think 
this might be premature. We are still 
left to deal with unfunded mandates 
and other financially harmful legis- 
lation coming to us from the state 
level, It seems to. me that we should 
continue to plead our case to state 
lawmakers. While many of these 
issues have value, financial assis- 
tance from the state would make 
implementation easier." 

The magnitude of state un- 
funded mandates, while not as well 
publicized as on the federal level, is 
significant. According to the State 
and Local Government Commis- 
sion, recent sessions of the Géneral 
Assembly have enacted 76 laws 
containing mandates. In fact, ap- 
proximately one in 12 bills passed 
by the legislature contained’an un- 
funded mandate on local. govern- 
ments. 

State Senator Ben Espy; a 
former Columbus City Council 
member, has introduced legislation 
which would ease this burden, The 
state would be required to include 


“an appropriation to pay for any 


mandate placed on local govern- 
ments. 

“| applaud Senator Espy and his 
recognition of the burden that some 
of these mandates place on cities 
across the state," Mr. Coleman 
said. "| think we need to approach 
the problem of unfunded mandates 
on all levels and his bill recognizes 
that need," 


Council member Coleman feels 
the “unfunded mandates" flag is a 
reminder of the problems still con- 
fronting the city. "I'm certainly not 
suggesting that we ‘re-raise’ the 
flag. Maybe we could put itin a nice 
box and send it to the Governor as 
a reminder,” Mgyoenan con- 
cluded.

No to block grants 


ongress has moved ever closer to passage of 

welfare reform that will end the system as we 

know it, and delegate the care for impoverished 
Americans to the states: With the legislation now facing 
approval in the Senate, the “New Deal" system of the 
Federal government insuring that all Americans can 
receive life's basic necessities could come to an abrupt 
halt. 

A majority of oorclawmiakers in Washington have 
apparently forgotten that the Federal government 
created and retained jurisdiction over the welfare sys- 
tem specifically because individual states weren't doing 
a good job of providing for the poor in the first place 
Now, the reduction of hunger, disease and homeless- 
ness that Americans have enjoyed under the system is 
in jeopardy 

Most taxpayers agree that the system must be 
changed. However, the problems with the system will 
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not be solved by turning control over to the slates and 
reducing funding via black grants 

The real solution to the problems with welfare in 
America should be based upon a commitment to re- 
store decency and self-worth to those who find them- 
selves in need of public assistance, and to make the 
tools available for self help and accomplishment. For 
starters, every dollar cut from welfare as we know it 
should be utilized for job creation, job training and.dgy 
care. 

Our community will be disproportionately affected by 
the radical changes in welfare being debated on Capitol 
Hill. We urge our readers to become knowledgable and 
involved, We may not, as individuals, feel the changes 
directly, but they are certain to have a profound impact 
on the quality of life in our community, if enacted. 


Help for Central State 


éntral State University, a proud institution with 

the distinction of being the only predominately 

Black state-supported institution in Ohio, will 
receive Four Million Dollars of additional funding from 
the state, These funds will bridge a critical gap needed 
tO pay pressing obligations to creditors of the University 
and its pension fund contributions. 

During the Central State funding crisis, Governor 
Veinovich promised to see to it that Central State 
remained open and viable. With this critical funding, the 
Governor has made good on his promise, and we 
commend him for doing so 


During these times of budget cuts anc attacks on 
affirmative action, Central State University could have 
easily slipped through the cracks, especially with its 
predominately Black student body.’ That would have 
been a tragedy, as the school has, since its inception, 
fulfilled a need for those students, both from within and 
outside of Ohio who want .to experience a black 
oriented educational atmosphere. 

The value of Central State can best be shown by the 
positive gontributions that the school's graduates have 
made, Now, the tradition of excellence can continue. 


‘Pure and simple meanness’ 


he Republican majority in the Ohio legislature 

-- motivated by a bedrock conservatism, fueled 

by voter anger about rising welfare costs, and 

powered by gubernatorial support and a majority in 

both houses -- is moving, in concert with the U.S 

Congress, toward a breathtaking revision of the state's 
social compact for its poorest citizens 

Already, both the Senate and the House have voted 

to eliminate the state’s general assistance program. 

This program, budgeted at about $200 million for the 

biennium that will end June 30, provides a mere $100 

per month for six months a year to about 120,000 


Ohioans poor Ohioans who are ineligible for any other 


support. 

The supporters of this measure have argued that the 
dollars could be better spent in promoting reform of the 
welfare system, At the same time, they have failed to 
accept the.recommendation of State Rep. Otto Beatty 
of Columbus that the savings be used to fund education 
and training for the recipients being stripped of all 
support 

And the Republicans also failed to support initiatives 
to expand literacy programs; to increase the subsidy 
the state pays for the work expenses of the poor; or 
even to allow those over 55 to maintain their meager 
checks 

And the state of Ohio is cutting off support to the 
poorest citizens in Ohio at a time when it has a budget 
surplus of $1.5 billion. 

But the reordering of expenditures in the state's 
budget do not stop with the welfare system. The state 
budget bill will enact a voucher program for the 


Cleveland public schools. But it will allow current stu- 
dents enrolled in private schools to access these 
vouchers. And it will fund this measure by taking big 
dollars -- $5,250,000 -- currently going to the public 
schools through the state's Disadvantaged Pupil |m- 
pact Aid (DPIA) program. Thus, the state is taking 
dollars designed to support the Cleveland schools’ 
effort to. educate its poorest children, and shoveling 
those dollars to fund a voucher program in whom as 
many as half of its participants are wealthy enough to 
currently afford private schools for their children 

And that's apparently not the only raid on DPIA. 
Beatty has said that the state would raid-this program 
fo help fund the interactive computer education net- 
work promoted by the governor -- another case in which 
dollars which would otherwise go to poor children are 
spread around to benefit others 

In fairness, there are some positives in the budget 
The legislature -- with the strong support of the gover- 
nor -- will up funding for Central State University. And 
the state's Controlling Board has approved an emer- 
gency bail-out of the cash-starved school. 

But on the whole, the legislature has failed in its 
responsibility to meet the needs of all Ohioans, includ- 
ing those poorest Ohioans who cannot support them- 
selves. 

State Representative Charieta Tavares of Colum- 
bus described the sum of this activity in succinct terms: 
“it's meanness, It's pure and simple meanness." 

We couldn't agree more. 


Rep. Boyd comes through 


hen State Representative Barbara Boyd (D- 

Cleveland Heights) saw that H.B. 249, a 

Republican sponsored bill to eliminate 
General Assistance was headed for passage, she 
abandoned the rhetoric and immediately got busy. The 
result? Successful passage of an amendment crafted 
by Rep. Boyd that will provide a safety net of medical 
‘care for General Assistance recipients until the Ohio- 
Care program is implemented. 

Boyd's concern for General Assistance recipients is 
ho surprise, as she has always been a watchdog for 
the needs of those Ohioans who are unable to make 
ends meet. Her success in championing through this 
particular budget amendment will result in over $12 
Million Dollars to be used in a special medical account 
only for those who’ currently qualify for General Assis- 
tance. 

Rep. Boyd's heroics. notwithstanding, we still 
wonder how the majority of the members of the state

legislature could eliminate the sole means of existence 
for thousands of Ohioans, and not leave them with a 
minimal amount of medical coverage. To us; this says 
that the cold and mean spirited actions of the 104th 
Congress in Washington are being mimicked down in 
Columbus. Worse, this could be a preview of what poor 
Ohioans, Black and white, will have to'face if the 
nation’s welfare program is turned over to the states in 
the form of block grants. 

The lawmakers in Columbus and in Washington who 
are rushing under self-imposed deadlines to seemingly 
punish the poor for being poor should slow down long 
enough to recognize two things: they will not be in the 
yep or in office forever, and they need to pray that 
their personal conditions never change to the degree 
where they might need some sort of public assistance.

And pretty soon, everyone will be 
hearing it 

The sharp, exploding sound 
you're hearing coming from the Ohio 
Statehouse, and the U.S. Capitol, is 
the sound of 60 years of human ser- 
vices and safety net policy being 
blown up. 

Tavares was outraged when the vy 
legislature voted to eliminate general assistance forthe 
state's poorest citizens -- even with the state sitting-on 
a$1.5 billion surplus, She said it was "meanness, pure 
and simple meanness." 

The message the legislature was sending, she said, 
was’ that we have “expendable people, and it's poor 
people, minorities, and children." 

Beatty expressed disappointment when he could 
not get an amendment through the legislature which 
would have at least ensured that the dollars being 
saved by eliminating general assistance would at least 
go to programs designed to help lift the people receiv- 
ing general assistance out of welfare dependency. He 
called the totality of these efforts "Robin Hood in 
reverse." 

Senator Jeff Johnson of Cleveland said the vote 
was destructive for poor people, “In the name of wel- 


fare reform, we're actually completely decimating the 


safety net for many of the poor in Ohio," Johnson said 
"There's nothing being created to replace the (general 
assistance) program." * 
It's not like we, weren't warned. During the cam- 
paign, Ohioans were told explicitly by U.S. Con- 
ressman -- and now House Budget Committee 
hairman -- John Kasich of Westerville that the 
Republicans intended to “dismantle the New Deal," 
which was later explained to mean the public welfare 
system. . 

And that has clearly been the target, The public 
welfare system, as it has evolved over the past 60 
years, has recognized -- in a total fashion, if not always 
an holistic one -- that poor persons (like more well-off 
ones) have a number of different needs that all must 
be met in order for them to survive 

In the 1930s, the idea was Income support for the 
poor mothers and their children -- the Aid to Dependent 
Children program. The first public housing efforts were 
also begun in the 1930s, with housing in Cleveland and 
Columbus both vying for the title of some of the earliest 
public housing units produced in the United States. 

But.income security for poor women and children 
and the possibility of a roof over their heads was 
insufficient. Food stamp funding largely grew out of 
the revelations contained in a book by Michael Har- 
rington, "The Other America," that millions of poor 
Americans -- not only those in Harlem and Hough but 
in Harlan County, Kentucky and Vinton County, Ohio -- 
were desperately hungry in a nation of affluence. 

And when the Congress enacted Lyndon Johnson's 
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GILBERT PRICE 


Great Society", it recognized that, at the same time it 
was providing medical care for the nation’s elderly 
(medicare), it would also have to provide health care 
support for the nation's poor (medicaid), _ 

The layering of these programs has provided some 
protection for low-income families at a time when the 
value of AOC grants -- never very high -- has been 
dropping significantly due to inflation, Today, the ADC 
grant for a family of three -- about $341 per month -- is 
less than 40 pervent of the federal poverty level, But 
because of the value of food stamps and housing 
support (among other federal programs), families have 
been able to survive, if not thrive: 

What the Republicans, in both Washington and 
Columbus, have done in the welfare reform debate has 
been to slash that layering. At the federal level, the 
House has passed legislation which would limit the 
time of those on ADC as part of the “Contract with 
America." They have also targeted federal housing 
assistance: the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development took 43 percent of the cuts in the $17 
billion recession bill passed by the House. 

And they have proposed to cap food stamp funding, 
and reduce its inflationary growth. 

The lagisiators honestly don't know what the result 
is going to be of this new direction. They don't know if 
poor people will be devastated by the elimination of the 
general assistance program -- just as they don't know 
what will happen if poor women with children are kicked 
off of welfare because they've been. on it too long 
(which is what the House approved). 

But what is most disturbing to Johnson is that these 
legislators seem disinterested in knowing. “(Colum- 
bus senator) Ben Espy had an amendment to request 
a study" of how poor people fared after the first major 
slash in general assistance, to six months a year, "The 
Republicans were saying that nobody died in the 
streets, But there were a lot of untold stories of people 
who go hungry sooner in the month," But the 
Republicans would not go along with an amendment 
to study the results of the legislature's previous action. 
“Republicans really don't care what the impact was 
relative to general assistance." 

Charleta Tavares looks at the future with grim 
foreboding. , 

“It's not going to be pretty out there when people 
who had a small safety net now have nothing," Tavares 
said 

But that's what the future looks like in the brave new 
world of welfare reform,

Welfare rights activists, joined by liberal politicians, 
are throwing out terms like “mean-spirited” and divert- 
ing the real issue of women who choose to have babies 
and expect taxpayers to foot the bill.

Warren Tyler’s of the 
world need recognized

Something wonderful happened 
last week. Warren Tyler, vice presi- 
dent of State Savings Bank, won his 
long battle to bring affordable 
single-family homes to the city of 
Columbus. Tyler's goal was to cre- 
ate a home that is aimed at the 
buyer who can afford monthly pay- 
ments of $500 to $700. Nothing 
would make Tyler happier than to 
see at least half of these go to 
African-American families. This is 
an opportunity of a lifetime. If you 
think you cannot become a 
homeowner, think again. 

What makes this opportunity so 
unique is the fact that one person 's 
vision included an entire com- 
munity. In an age when the gap 
between the Black professionals 
and the rest of the Black community 
seems to be growing, Tyler has 
taken up the challenge to make a 
difference and bridge that gap 
Tyler's effotts gives us a vivid con- 
trast to the Black professional and 
Black athlete that is discussed in 
the May 1995 edition. of Emerge 
magazine. 

illiam C. Rhoden writes "Black 
athletes -- like so many,other Black 
professionals -- abandoned their 
own communities, After all, many, if 
not most of them, came from some 
economically disadvantaged back- 
rounds, They had to fight and claw 
their way out of difficult situations to 
pint The reality is that many 
athletes, like their African-American 
counterparts in other professions 
have developed high tolerance 
levels for racism. ln many ways they 
have come to symbolize the 
opulence of a community that en- 
riches the white power structure: 
hires white attorneys, visits white 
doctors. turns to white realtors. , 
They make a complete escape." 


In this “age whén the American 
population is being played by the 
politics of divide, it is refreshing to 
see someone who is genuinely in- 
terested in making a positive con- 
tribution. Tyler has always been 
true to the mission of inclusion. As 
a former director for the state of 
Ohio in both the Ohio Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency and the 
Department of Commerce he made 
sure that Blacks participated in the 
opportunities at all levels. As chair- 
man of the Ohio Water Develop- 
ment Authority he made sure that 
Black professionals were at the 
table. As a vice president of the 
State Savings Bank he 
demonstrated time and time again 
that successful business could hap- 
pen in the inner city. He pushed to 
insure that Blacks were not dis- 
criminated against in home loans 
Once again, he has remained true 
to his vision by bringing 400 new 
homes to the central city 


Many people are not aware of 
Tyler's track record and his drive to 
make sure that the State Savings 
Bank creates a program of home 
ownership in the central city. We 
seem to shy away from people and 
institutions that are not household 
names in our community. There 
seems to be some distrust or fear in 
finding out whether we qualify for 
some of these programs designed 
to bring the housing market to our 
community.

Record label 
on right Trak 


If you want to break into the music 
business, you have to be on the right Trak, 
That's the concept the founders of Colum- 
bus-based Trak Records had in mind 
when they established the company in 
February of 1993. 

Trak Records is the brainchild of Willle 

Babyy Jr. and Gerald Valentine, former- 
ly of the hit-making group Ready For The 
World and entrepreneur Brian Brooks. 
The record company is distributed by the 
Hines Distribution Company, a subsidiary 
of the Los Angeles-based Solar Records. 

Trak Records has already racked up 
chart success with the rap group Top 
Authority. The group’s debut LP, "Some- 
thing to Blaze to,” rode the Billboard 
charts for an amazing 32 consecutive 
weeks. Top Authority will release its 
sophomore album this summer. 

Tavaris, another Trak Records artist, 
is making waves with his hit rap single, 
"Straight Butta," featuring platinum rap 
artist Coolio. Rock group Wicked Angel, 
featuring front man Rob Rose, roared in 
like a lion in March with its album, "Saints 
& Sinners.” Feisty female rapper Quala D 
released her debut single in April. »

believes independent labels are a grow- 
ing trend. “It's definitely a wave of the 


future," he says. Independent labels have | 


their finger on the pulse of what's hol. 
“The guy sitting in the A&R (arlists and 
repertoire) office of MCA is not the guru of 
the music industry," adds Brooks. 

Trak Records does maintain connec- 
tions with the big boys, though. "We're not 
here to burn brides, we're here to open 
doors," says Brooks. 

Tavaris signed with Trak Records 
straight opt of high school. Independent 
labets like Trak give up-and-coming ar- 
tists like Tavaris Opportunities they might 
not have had elsewhere. “if you keap 
going with the miainstream, you definitely 
won't get anywhere,” he says. 

Artists signed to Trak have the ad- 
vantage of getting an intimate look at how 
the business side of the industry 
operates, “The rappers that get into this 
business have to be business-minded," 
says Trak Records promtions executive 
James Perry. He cited rappers such as 
Ice Cube, Hammer andthe late Eazy-E, 
whoformed their own independent record 
labels to gain more control over their 
careers. 

Trak Records’ products are recorded in 
studios in Michigan and Los Angeles and 
distributed to record outlets throughout 
the country. "The tape is 10 percent of the 
game. Marketing and promotion is the 
major part of the ballgame," says Brooks. 

Being based in Ohio has its perks, says 
Perry. "For most artists, Ohio sets the 
trend as far as sales" once a single or 
album is released, he says.

Brooks noted that Top Authority, 
though the members are from Columbus, 
have sold more records in Cleveland and 
Dayton. "We have more support outside 
of Columbus but we haven't turned our 
backs on Columbus, Whatever we make, 
we invest here,” says Brooks. 


He believes Columbus could greatly 
benefit from an underground radio Station 
that showcases nothing but untapped 
talent. “There's a lot of people sitting in 
basements writing songs but there are no 
outlets," he says 


In markets such as Oakland, Calif., 
where underground radio stations and 
"ma and pa” record-stores thrive, local 
artists can make a sizeable income off of 
regional support. They may not be 
household words, but they release 
records independently and net more profit 
off each unit, sometimes earning upwards 
of $50,000 a year. 


"You have an evolution going on. 
Entertainment is growing. Regional 
magazines and radio shows are popping 


up everyday. You have your own little 


industries," says Brooks. "It's like the door 
rappers are kicking down. A lot of true rap 
fans neh the underdog." 

Trak Records is always scouting new 
talent. "Self-contained acts are what 
we're looking for,” says Perry, referring to 
artists that can write, produce and help 
record themselves

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Museum textile exhibits explore ‘Spirit of Cloth’ 


The Columbus Museum of Art, 480 E. 
Broad St,, presents "In the Spirit of the 
Cloth,” an exhibition of more than 20 
quilts by contemporary African American 
artists from the international organiza- 
tion, The Women of Color Quilters Net- 
work, now-Sunday, May 14. 

The 18 participants artists blend the . 
seemingly disparate scraps and rags of 
everyday life into works of stunning 
wholeness and functional beauty. 
Created with brilliantly colored fabric and 
pattern mixtures, and the use of buttons, 
shells and other ornaments, the 
exhibition's story quilts embody both 
traditional and modern styles. Based on 
African oral history and translated to 
African-American pictorial quilts in 
colonial times, the story quilts in the ex- 
hibition utilize traditional and current con- 
struction techniques. 

The quilts in “In the Spirit of the Cloth" 
represent the evolution of African 
Americans’ ancestral experience in the 
new world and its transtormation into 
something that is distinctly African 
American. Today's African American quil- 
ters build upon historical traditions to 
forge a new vision that is shaped by the 
imaginative tension between the: tradi- 
tional, the contemporary and the futuris- 
tic. 

Among the-artists in the exhibition is 
Penny Sisto, an artist whose intricate and 
definitive quilted fabric style is reflected 
in. her work “Queenie.” Sisto has been 
influenced by her yearsas a health officer 
for the British ministry in Africa. There she 
combined the embroidery, applique and 

* quilting techniques she learned from her 
grandmother with the collage methods of 
African tribes, Another artist, Kyra Hicks, 
created a brilliant patchwork quilt called 
“Warmth" using traditional African 
fabrics, Unlike Sisto and Hick’s traditional 
quiltmaking techniques, Barbara Pietila 
departs from geometric quilt patterns. In 
her piece called "Generations," she 
portrays “pictures made of fabric” and 
conveys cultural double meanings.

“In the Spirit of the Cloth” is presented 
concurrently with theexhibition "Weaving 
a Legacy: 19th Century American Cover- 
lets from the Stuck Collection.” Together, 
these exhibitions reveal America’s textile 
heritage. 

"Weaving a Legacy" is an exhibition of 
more than 80 of America’s finest “figured 
and fancy" coverlets which document the 
cultural, aesthetic and historic develop- 
ment of America in the 19th century. The 
exhibition -- drawn trom the Stuck Collec- 
tion, the nation’s largest and most com- 
prehensive public collection of American 
19th and 20th century woven coverlets -- 
explores the coverlet’s significance in 
America’s cultural history, 

The coverlets are invaluable docu- 
ments of American history, providing 
evidence about weavers and patronage

“African Jazz," a quilt by Michael Cum- 
mings, one of the most noted African 
American male quilters, depicts ajazz trio 
in a tropical outdoor environment. Cum- 
mings is known for pictorial quilts in which 
he paints some of his work on fabric and 
then quilts it. Another male quilter Arnold 
H. Savage contributed “Circusland” to 
the exhibition. His ornately designed and 
quilted work introduces all the wonders 
of the circus. 

The African-American tradition of 
quilt-making emerged out of the ex- 
perience of the southem plantation and 
from memories of African textile techni- 
ques and artistic traditions. They com- 
bined these traditions with 


Euro-American techniques of piecing,— 
appliqueing and quilting fabrics to create 
the African-American quilt. 

"The quilts from ‘In the Spirit of the 
Cloth’ reflect a statement in which all 
viewpoints and experiences, though 
diverse, are welcomed, honored and fun- 
damentally related," said Carolyn Maz- 
loomi, founding director of The Women of 
Color Quilters Network. 

The Women of Color Quilters Net- 
work, with more than 500 members, in- 
cludes both men and women of all walks 
of life and ethnic background. Their tie is 
an interest in displaying the varied facets 
of African American quilts and other fiber 
art forms.

The influence of rap artists is 
undeniable. Many youth pattern 
their hairstyles, speech and per- 
sonas after industry idols. They 
adopt the attitudes and morals 
depicted in videos though oblivious 
to the dangers of such behavior. 
Scantily clad women strike sugges- 
tive poses and gyrate to risque 
rhymes. Street-smart men, 
swathed in bandanas and baggy 
trousers, proclaim their prowess. 
An emphasis is placed on activity 
rather than responsibility. 


Youth are particularly vulnerable 
prey. Daily doses of negative mes- 
sages about the family structure, 
drugs and crime heighten feelings 
of despair. The quest for role 
models lead many to embrace 
words and actions which shred the 
fabric of our community. Love is 
abandoned in favor of instant 
gratification. Seltyespect falls vic- 
tim to the almighty dollar, Anything 
goes because nothing matters. One 


rapper has declared himself the “Ol 
Dirty Bastard.” 


Wright authorized the public dis- 
closure of his illness in an effort to 
help others avoid his fate. He 
wanted them to realize that AIDS 
does not discriminate. It is painfully 
evident that the promiscuous life- 
Style touted by many rappers is 
nothing more than a dance with 
death. By glamorizing random 
sexual encounters and using 
derogatory terms to describe 
women, they make indelible marks 
on the impressionable minds of our 
young. The images are incor- 
porated into lives with devastating 
consequences. 


The long-term effects of ex- 
posure to such messages can be 
catastrophic. Girls who grow up 
believing that offensive terms 
define women lack a sense of self- 
worth.

The Columbus Realtist Associa- 
tion (CRA), as a part of celebrating 
REALTIST WEEK April 8-17, is 
sponsoring a campaign to increase 
African-American activity in the 
communities and is working with 
the American Red Cross to in- 
crease the number of African- 
American blood donors. Nearly 
20% of all African-Americans have 
type B blood, compared to about 
11% of white Americans. Therefore 
almost twice as ‘many Black 
Americans need type B blood if they 
have to have a transfusion.

"Persons with sickle-cell 
anemia, which is often treated with 
blood transfusions, will need 20% of 
their blood from type B donors, but 
only 11% of a population of all white 
donors will have type B blood,” said 
Lois Solomon, vice president of the 
Columbus Realtors Association 
and this year's chairperson of the 
blood drive. 

“This difference can result in 
shortages of type B blood when a 
Black community does not donate 


in proportion to the numbers of q 


Black patients requiring trans- 
fusions,” said Solomon. “When this 
shortage occurs, patients - Black 
and white - will have problems, be- 
cause the blood types they need 
may not be readily available." This 
year’s blood drive will be held at the 
American Red Cross Donor Center, 
at 995 & Broad Street, on April 13 
from 11:00 a.m. - 6:00 p.m. On April

Solomon stresses that some 
types of blood are more common in 
Black people and that rare blood 
forms, like U-negative or "Duffy- 
negative" are not found in white 
people.

rare types," said Solomon. "Be- 
cause rare and uncommon blood 
types are constantly in short supply, 
patients who need these blood 
types depend on African-American 
donors to give regularly. We are 
their only source.”

The nation's oldest Greek-letter 
organization for Black women is 
calling upon the Senate Labor and 
Human Relations’ Committee to 
support the nomination of Dr. Henry 
W. Foster Jr, as surgeon general 
and championing affirmative action 


In separate resolutions at the 
March trimester meeting of its 
board of directors, 87-year-old 
Alpha Kappa Alpha (AKA) outlined 
the accomplishments of Dr. Foster 
and cited affirmative action as criti- 
cal in reforming a society prone to 
shackling minorities. The resolu- 
tions called upon AKA's member- 
ship to bombard their U.S, senators 
and members of the Senate Labor 
and Human Relations Committee 
with letters of support for Dr. Foster 


and to write, call, fax and/or send 
other communications to the 
present and their representatives 
and senators stressing the impor- 
tance of affirmative action 


AKA President Dr. Eva L. Evans 
of Lansing, Mich., said, “Dr. Foster 
is unquestionably qualified for the 
post, and we must take an active 
role to counteract the diversionary 


‘tactics which anti-choice groups 


have taken to smear him.” 


“We cannot afford to be silent 
when the record of yet another dis- 
tinguished ‘African-American 
nominee is being distorted,” she 
stated. 

Or. Evans reserved her 
strongest criticism for what she 
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termed the move afoot to destroy 
affirmative action. “Entitlements are 
part of the American culture, 
whether they result from position or 
wealth. Had the playing field been 
level from the beginning of our 
country, there would be no need for 
affirmative action 


“We make no apology for affirm- 
ative action. In the government, in 
the workplace, and even in the 
church, race matters. Not everyone 
has the same opportunity, so why 
pretend? Acknowledge ‘that 
everyone does not, and embrace 
those actions which have the poten- 
tial to foster a system with some

“Clearly, high blood pressure - 
called the ‘Silent Killer’ because it 
feveals no symptoms -isn'tso silent 
among African Americans," says 
cardiologist Philip Binkley, M.D., 
president of the American Heart 


Association's Franklin County 
Division 

hough it’s a major health threat 
for all U.S. population groups, 
African Americans suffer disability 
and death from high blood pres- 
sure-related disease in far greater 
proportion, says the American 
Heart Association 

For example, African Americans 
have nearly twice as many strokes, 
10 to 18 times more kidney failure 
and three to five times more heart 
failure related to high blood pres- 
sure 

Blood pressure is the force your 
heart exerts when it pumps blood 
into your arteries and through your 
circulatery system, If pressure in 


your blood vessels is 140 mil- 
limeters of mercury/90 millimeters 
of mercury - “140 over 90" - or 
higher in at least two tests, you have 
high blood pressure. 


This disorder occurs when the 
tiny blood vessels called arterioles 
constrict and blood can't flow 
through them. As a result, your 
heart has to work harder. That can 
cause your heart to enlarge (hyper 
trophy) and in time become weaker 
Not only can it damage your brain 
eyes and kidneys, but it also in- 

"creases your chances of stroke and 
heart attack.

The_origin of lupus was_dis- 
covered in the 1800s. The word 
lupus means “wolf” in Latin, as the 
rash often seen on a person's face 
who has lupus, resemble the mark- 
ings on the faces of certain wolves. 
Lupus is a very complex disease. 
People with lupus have certain im- 
mune system abnormalities. In- 
stead of the immune system 
serving its normal protective func- 
tion, it forms antibodies that attack 
healthy tissues and organs. 

There are several types of lupus. 
Discoid or cutaneous lupus affects 
tha skin, causing a rash and 
lesions Systemic lupus 
erythematosus (SLE), usually more 
severe than discoid, causes inflam- 
matory, connective tissue disease 


that can attack any organ or system 
of the body, 

Symptoms include fever, a red 
skin rash (especially in sun ex- 
posed areas), pleurisy (a painful in- 
flammation of the membrane, 
surrounding the lungs and lining of 
the chest cavity), anemia, throm- 
bocytopenia.(decreased blood 
platelets), kidney disease, brain in- 
volvement, joint inflammation, 
pneumonia, heart disease and eye 
disease. . 

If not controlied/lupus can be life 
threatening and there is no cure. 
However, with @arly detection and 
proper treatment for the vast 
majority of people with lupus, an 
effective treatment program is 
available that minimizes symptoms, 
reduces inflammation, and main- 
tains normal bodily functions. 

Statistics reveal that minority 
women are affected by lupus at a 
higher rate that the general popula- 
tion. Reportedly, there are one in 
185 people in the U.S. who have 
lupus. One in 123 Caucasian 
women and one in 62 are minority 
women. 

In addition to African-Americans, 
Puerto Ricans (residing in New York 
City), Chinese, Japanese, Filipinos, 
and ethnic Hawaiians (residing in 
Oahu, Hawaii), exhibited increased 
risk of SLE, Lupus appears 4 be 
unusually common in Chinese 
women according to a study con- 
ducted in Hawaii, Malaysia and ob- 
servations of the People of the 
Republic of China.

Prototype tool could change course of prostate treatment

Los Alamos National Laborato 


Los Alamos National Laboratory 
scientists have developed a non-in- 
vasive tool 

aimed at treating non-cancerous 
prostate enlargement that may 
eliminate the 

need for surgery. 

Medical experts estimate that 
more than half of the male popula- 
tion suffers 

frombénign prostate enlarge- 
ment by age 50. The incidence rises 
with age; x 

three-fourths seek medical care 
by age 75. Annually, 900,000 men 
are treated 

for prostate problems in the U.S.; 
400,000 require surgery. 


The most common surgical pro- 
cedure to reduce non-cancerous 
prostate tissue 

requires general anesthesia and 
a two to five-day hospital stay. Sur- 
geons cut 

into the urethra to remove in- 
flammed prostate tissue. Full 
recovery takes up 

‘to six weeks with longer-lasting 
side effects that range from infer- 
tility to 

painful urination. 

The newly developed tool may 
eliminate surgery. Doctors would 
perform the 

30-minute procedure on an out- 
patient basis. Full recovery may 
only take two to 
three days with no side effects at 
about half the cost of surgery.

When the tissue 
heats up beyond the point where 
cells die, 

the energy absorption charac- 
_teristics of the cells change and 
reduce the amount 

of laser light that can penetrate 
the dead tissue 


"We believe our laser thermo 
therapy may revolutionize the treat 
ment of 

non-cancerous prostate enlar 
gement," Los Alamos researcher Ir- 
ving Bigio said 

“It offers greater patient domfort 
fewer complications, and quicker 
recovery 

at a lower cost than conventional 
methods."

Coronary heart disease (CHD) is 
the number one cause of death 
among all Americans today, regard- 
less.of race or ethnic background 
Every"year according to the Center 
tor Healt gia 
million Americans experience the 
symptoms’ of CHD, and nearly 
600,000 die from the disease. Al- 
though death rates from heart at- 
tack and stroke have declined 
among both Blacks and whites, the 
drop among African Americans has 
been smaller. In fact, our death rate 
from heart attack and stroke is one 
of the highest in the world 


The risk and frequency of heart 
attacks are greater in pessons who 
smoke and increases with the num- 
ber of cigarettes smoked per day 
and with the length of time one has 
smoked. A person who smokes 
more than a pack of cigarettes per 
day has over twice the risk of heart 
attack than a non-smoker 


There are a number-of factors 
which contribute to cardiovascular 
disease including high blood pres- 
sure, high blood fats, cigarette 
smoking, sedentary lifestyle, 
obesity, diabetes, age, sex, family 
history and chronic stress. Of those 
factors which contribute to CHD, 
smoking is one that we have some 
control over. Let's look at the Chan-

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Americans angry with affirmative action 


President Clinton said recently, “We must not let this debate be another cheap 
political wedge to divide the American electorate.” But according to a recent poll, 
three out of four Americans say they oppose affirmative action programs that give 
preference to minorities to make up for past discrimination and an identical proportion 
feel the same way about programs for women. More than two out of three Say these 
programs should be changed -- or eliminated 

“I'm against discrimination,” Mr. Clinton pointed out at a recent White House 
meeting on affirmative action, "I'm against giving people opportunities who are 
unqualified. But we all have an interest -- including white males -- in developing the 
capacities of all of us to relate to one another;pecause our economy will grow quicker, 
it'll be stronger, and in a global society, our diversity is our greatest asset,” said the 
President, who is “reviewing” the 30-year-old federal programs initially designed to 
combat discrimination 

The nationwide survey found that affirmative action, like most racial issues, sharply 
divides whites and blacks. And even within communities of color, debate about 
affirmative action also rages: Nearly half of all African Americans interviewed said 
they opposed affirmative action programs giving preference to minorities. The 
interviews suggest that the debate over affirmative action is shaped by divergent 
views about the nature, extent, and even the existence of race and sex discrimination 
in contemporary American life. The survey comes as the argument over affirmative 
action, and racial discrimination, enters a new and critical phase. 

Some Republicans in Congress, with the support of more Democrats than blacks 
want to admit, intend to end all preference programs. The battle to guarantee equal 
rights for all citizens has been fought and won, these white males argue, andit is not 
the job of government, business or the educational system to guarantee equal 
outcomes or one group over another, Many blacks are casting a leery eye at 
Clinton since*he announced the review of affirmative action, in response to 
Republican calls to roll back preference programs. The White House has been under 
heavy pressure from historically Democratic constituencies, like blacks and women’s 
groups, to explain its purpose and to resist backing away from such programs. 

Affirmative action is needed “because of the serious disadvantages that blacks 
and other minorities have suffered in the workplace and in education, even today,” 
said an African American respondent to the survey. “You have white managers in the 
majority of the high-level management positions making decisions on promotions, 
pay raises and management positions. In my experience, they tend to hire and 
promote and favor those who are most like them either in ethnic background or in 
educational background," he said. 

To most blacks his comments have validity. Recently the Glass Ceiling Commis- 
sion reported that 97 percent of senior managers at the Fortune 1,000 corporations 
were white males. Jesse Jackson's Rainbow Coalition reports that over 80 percent 


of professionals and policy-makers, such as judges, doctors, college professors and | 


even the U.S. House of Representatives, are white males who only comprise only 
one-third of the population. Two-thirds of the overall population and 57 percent of the 
nation’s work force is female, or a minority, or both 

Most supporters of affirmative action preference programs say thal it is a question 
of fairness: These modest advantages to minorities. and women are no more than 
payback for hundreds of years of discrimination that benefited white males, at the 
expense of blacks and women. ‘There should be some type of reparations for 300 
to 400 to 500 years of discrimination of all types of minorities, not just blacks,” said 
another African American male in the survey. “After slavery, justice wasn't done. And 
even today, | think a higher standard is held for minorities..! think they are dis- 
criminated against psychologically,” hé’continued. ‘ 

But there is no coalition between blacks and women. The survey revealed that 
most blacks and women are torn over affirmative action. Two out of three women 
oppose affirmative action preference programs for women, compared to three out of 
four men. Fifty-two percent of blacks interviewed said they supported preference 
programs for minorities, but 46 percent did not. Minorities in the survey expressed 
concern that white preoccupation with affirmative action blinds whites to qualifications 
of minorities and women, who become lumped together as “preference hires” even 
when they won jobs or promotions by hard work or merit.

Two faces of ‘minority set-asides’

* Minority set-asides could be for 
the Black community, but it current- 
ly seems that its fate is in the hands 
of two-faced people who control 
and benefit from such programs, 
and what side of their mouth people 
who claim to be "Doing good for the

Most Black business people who 
get contracts from the government 
allege that they are a part of a “dis- 
advantaged minority.”

"The ads suc- 
ceed because the tone is not 
preachy. Instead, they sound like 
one peer speaking to another, with 
a visual that captures the high-ener- 
gy. aggressive exuberance felt by 
African-American men,” 

Created by New York ad agency 
UniWorld, the print ads are the 
latest component of Coors’ ongoing 
social responsibility campaign. 
They are running on billboards in

mer, served as a front for a white 
businessman who was a close 
political ally of Dole's, Activities of 
Dole, and his office have been 
called “replete with appearances of 
improper activities” by the former 
chairman of the House Small Busi- 
ness Committee 

The 1988 House Small Business 
Committee report details a series of 
efforts by Dole's office to help Pal- 
mer, an aide to Dole in Kansas in 
1980-82, obtain federal contracts 
under the set-aside program for 
small businesses owned by 
minorities, In October 1983, Palmer 
was denied entry into the program 
on the grounds that there were not 
any federal contracts available that 
would be appropriate for his start- 
up business. In November. Dole 
contacted the SBA’s administrator 
to ask the agency to help Palmer 
get a contract, A then SBA official 
said that in a meeting of SBA offi- 
cials and Dole staffers, the SBAwas 
told, "Senator Dole has an abiding 
interest in promoting the develop- 
ment of minority firms in Kansas, 
and making sure they did well.” The 
report then outlines that there were 
a series of telephone calls from 
Dole’s office to the SBA to assist 
Palmer. The company, EDP 
Enterprises, was operating out of 
Palmer's house, has a negative net 
worth, no sales and no experience 
in food services, the area in which 
Paimer was seeking federal con- 
tracts. After what has been 
described as “persistent” efforts of 
Dole staffers, Palmer received a 
three-year, $26 million contract to 
supply mess halls at Fort Leonard 
Wood Army Base in Missouri.

For about the last seven years anytime that the Chicago Bulls and the Cleveland 
Cavaliers engage in battle, it usually provides great plays and down to the wire 
excitement, and with the return of Jordan, it appears that the highlights will continue. 
Jordan has been a one man wrecking crew against the Cavs, hitting buzzer beaters 
and breaking many fans hearts in the process with his late second heroics. 

The Bulls have knocked the Cavs out of the playoffs in 1988, 1989, 1992 and 
1993, and Jordan scored his career high of 69 points in a 1990 regular season 
notte against the Cavs. At the beginning of last ‘week, the Cavs were tied with 

hicago for the fifth playoff slot in the Eastern conference. But with a combination 
of Cleveland losses and Chicago wins, the Cavs trailed Chicago by two games 
going into a home and home series with the Bulls. 

In the first game at Chicago, Jordan was more human like as he shot a 
disappointing 9-27 from the field. but still led his team with 28 points and to a 97-88 
victory over the Cavs. 

"With Michael coming back, it makes things a lot easier and it also helps take 
the pressure off of me," said Bulls all-star forward Scottie Pippen 

“But since his return, | haven't stepped back. |'m just trying to co-exist 
Still our leader, but that's a responsibility that | would like to share with him." 

Pippen added 25, Toni Kukoc finished with 19 points and B.J. Armstrong had 11 
For the Cavs; Bobby Phills scored 22 points, Mark Price chipped in 19 and John 
“Hot Rod" Williams added 18 points. 

The second game in Cleveland provided a great atmosphere for television 
Jordan returns to Cleveland and the fans showed him their appreciation by booing 
him. Early on, every time that Jordan would touch the ball, the Cavs fans would 
boo. Some memories are hard to forget and the NBC network picked up on this 
and televised the game nationally. 

The Cavs jumped out early to a six point lead 12-6 with 6:30 left in th first quarter 
But the Bull quickly turned that around, led by Jordan who scored on another 
acrobatic over the shoulder basket'to take the lead and go up 10, 28-18 with 9:21 
left in the second quarter. But the Cavs refused to quit fighting their way back.on 
the three point shooting of Price and Phills to.tie the game at 44,at half-time. 

Early in the third, the two tears engaged in a seesaw battle. It was not until 
Chris Mills’ jumper, with 6:08 left in the third, put the Cavs up by seven 56-49, and 
that there seemed to be a light at the end of the tunnel for them. 

The Bulls seemed to play lethargic for the rest of the third, but for Cleveland fans, 
it was more like a playoff atmosphere as Price and Phills continued to step and 
enabled the Cavs to take a 64-53 lead into the fourth. The fans were on their feet 
as their team led mighty Jordan and his Bulls by double digits at the end of the 
quarter. The Bulls only scored nine points in the third quarter.

Ito ruled on Friday, April 14, that 
the defense lawyers cannot chal- 
lenge DNA evidence because they 
waived the right to a DNA hearing 
in January.
